— Whereas certain draft rules further to amend 
the Kandla Harbour Craft Rules, 1955, were published as 
required by sub-section (2) of section 6 of the Indian Ports 
Act, 1908 (15 of 1908), at pages 1623 and 1624 of the 
Gazette of India, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section (i), dated 
the 11th August, 1973 under the notification of the Gov- 
ernment of India in the Ministry of Shipping and Trans- 
port No. G.S.R. 871, dated the 27th July, 1973, inviting 
objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be 
affected thereby till the 26th September, 1973 ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available to the 
public on the 27th August, 1973 ; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been re- 
ceived from the public ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 6 of the said Act, the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules further to 
amend the Kandla Harbour Craft Rules, 1955, namely : — 

1. These rules may be called the Kandla Harbour Daft 
(Amendment) Rules, 1973. 

2. In rule 5 of the Kandla Harbour Craft Rules, 1955 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), sub-rule (v) shall 
be omitted. 

3. After rule 5 of the said rules, the following rule shall 
be inserted, namely : — 

"SA.Duratlon of Licences. — (1) Subject to the piovisions 
of these rules, a licence issued under these rules 
shall be in Form ‘A’ and shall be in force for a peiiod 
of one year from the date of issue or until the 
31st day of December, whichever is earlier, 

(2) An application for the renewal of a licence issued 
under these rules shall be made within fifteen days 
from the date of expiry of the period of its 
validity and the provisions of these rules shall, so 


far as may be, apply in relation to the renewal 
of a licence as they apply in relation to the issue 
of a licence. 

(3) If any application for the renewal of a licence is 
made after the expiry of the period of fifteen days 
referred to in sub-rule (2), the owner of the har- 
bour craft shall be liable to pay a late fee of 
Rs. 2 for every month or part thereof for the 
period intervening between the date of expiry of 
the licence and the date of application for its 
renewal," 

4. In rule 23 of the said rules,— 

(a) for sub-rules (_1) and (2), the following sub-iules 

shall be substituted, namely ; — 

“(1) No person in charge of or navigating a licensed 
cargo boat shall, when such caigo boat is plying 
between a vessel and the shote, allow a fishing 
or any other boat to approach within 10 metres of 
such cargo boat. 

(2) No person in charge of or navigating a 
fishing boat shall allow it to go alongside a 
vessel at arty time. 

Note: — In this sub-rule, the expiession "along- 
side a vessel" shall mean a radial distance of 
100 metres from any part of such vessel."; 

(b) after sub-rule (3), the following sub-rule shall be 

inserted, namely : — 

“(4) If a licensed harbour craft is engaged or is 
about to be engaged by any owner or person in 
charge of such harbour craft or any olher person 
for smuggling or for any activity, other than 
those for which such harbour craft is licensed, 
the licence issued in respect of such harbour 
craft shall, without prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken against such owner or other 
person, be forfeited ; 

and, for a period of three years from the date 
on which the licence is forfeited, no licence shall 
be issued under these rules for any harbour craft 
belonging to such owner or other person, or 
belonging to a Hindu undivided family in which 
such owner or other person is the kurla : 

Provided that before refusing to issue a licence 
under this sub-rule, the licensing officer shall give 
an opportunity of being heard to the person 
concerned 1 '.

G.S.R. 1421. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes tho following iules regulating the method of 
recruitment to certain Class-Ill and Class-lV posts in the 
Dandakaranya Pioject, (Hetdth Organisation) undci the Minis- 
try of Labour and Rehabilitation (Depaitmcnt of Rehabili-

1. Short title and Commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Dandakaranya Project, (Health Organisation) 
Class III and IV posts Recruitment Rules, 1973, 

S They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
on in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.— These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 


3. Number, Classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 


4. Method of Recruitment, Age-llmlt and Qualifications 
etc.— The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected therewith 


shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule 

aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age-limit specified for direct 
recruits may be relaxed in the case of candidates 
belonging to the Scheduled Castes, Scheduled 
Tribes or other special categories in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person— (a) who has catered 
into or contracted a manlago with a peison having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has onteied into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, shall bo eligible for 
appointment to the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, If satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such persons and the 
other party to the marriage and there are other 
grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may 
by order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, reiax 
any of the provisions of these rides with respect to any 
class or category of persons or posts. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall altect icseiva- 
tiotts and other concessions required to be provided for 
candidates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons In accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time In this regard.

G.S.R. 1422. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 

E roviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
ereby makes the following rules regulating the method of 
recruitment to certain Class III and Class IV posts in the 
Dandakaranya Project Agricultural and Animal Husbandry 
Organisation under the Ministry of Labour and Rehabilita- 
tion (Department of Rehabilitation) namely : — - 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Dandakaranya Project Agricultural and Animal 
Husbandry Organisation (Class 111 and Class IV posts), Re- 
cruitment Rules, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number, Clawlfkiitlon and Scale of pay. — The number 
of the said posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the said Schedule. 

4. Method of Recruitment, Age-limit and Qualifications 
etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age-limit, 
qualifications and other matters connected therewith shall 
be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid : 

Provided that the upper age limit specified for direct re- 
cruits may be lelaxed in the case of candidates belonging 


to the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories in accordance with the orders issued from 
time to time by the Central Government. 

5. Disqualification. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 

a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 

contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such peison and the other party to the mat- 
riage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by 
order and for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class 
or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations 
and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled 
Castes, Scheduled Tribes and other special categories ot 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government front time to time in this regards.

section 59 of the said Act, for the information of all persons 
likely to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
the expiry of a period of three months from the date of pub- 
lication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the expiry 
of the period so specified will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

Draft Regulations 

1. These regulations may be called the Metalliferous 
Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 1973. 

2. In regulation 11 of the Mctttillifeious Mines Regula- 
tions, 1961 for sub-regulation (9), the following sub-regula- 
tions shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(9) Meetings of the Board shall be held as and when 
the Chairman considers them necessary, and unless other- 
wise decided by the Chairman, all meetings of the Board 
shall be held at Dhanbad. 

10(a) For every meeting of the Board, not less than ten 
clear days’ prior notice intimating the time and place of the 
proposed meeting and signed by the Chairman or the Sec- 
retary shall be given to each member who is not absent from 
India.

(b) Tf the Chairman is absent for any reason, the members 
present shall elect one from among themselves to preside 
over the meeting; and the member so elected shall, for the 
purposes of the meeting, have all powers of the Chairman. 

(12) No business shall be transacted at a meeting of the 
Board unless at least three members, including the Chair- 
man, are present. 
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(13) (a) All matters which the Board is required to con- 
sider shall be considered at its meeting, or, if the Chairman 
so directs, by circulation of the papers, to every member 
who is not absent from India.

(14) (a) The Chairman shall place, before the Board, a 
list of business to be transacted at the meeting. 

(b) No business which is not included in such list shall 
be considered unless the Chairman permits. 

(15) (a) Evciy mallei at a meeting, shrill be decided by 
the majority of votes of the members present at such meet- 
ing. 

(b) Every matter referred to the members by circulation 
under sub-regulation (13) shall bo decided by the majority 
opinion of the members to whom the papers were circulat- 
ed. unless the Chairman reserves it for consideration at a 
regular meeting to be held later. 

(c) In case of equal division of votes or opinions of the 
members the Chairman shall have a casting vote or opinion. 

(16) (a) The Secretary of the Board or any officer authoris- 
ed by the Chairman shall record the minutes of each meeting 
in a bound-paged book kept for the purpose and copies of 
such minutes of the meeting shall be circulated to all mem- 
bers present in India. 

(b) The minutes so recorded shall be confirmed at the 
next meeting of the Board and signed by the Chairman in 
token thereof. 

(17) (a) The Chairman in addition to any other powers and 
duties conferred upon him under these regulations, shall; — 

(i) present all important papers and matters to the 
Board as early as possible; 

(11) issue orders for carrying out the decisions of the 
Board; 

(iii) have power to refer, in his discretion, any matter to 

the Central Government for their orders; and 

(iv) have powers generally to take such action or pass 

such orders necessary to implement the decisions of 
the Board. 

(b) The Chairman may, during his temporary absence by 
reason of leave or otherwise, authorise any member of the 
Board to pcrfoim all or any of the duties of the Chairman 
during such absence.
